boldt county with William M. Stewart 
on a campaigning tour, received a dis- 
patch from Washington informing him 
that Nevada was a State. The news 
spread through the town and all con 
gregated at the Exchange Hotel, where 
the Governor had his headquarters, 
and he, being of a social disposition 
set them np for the boys. A cheer went 
up for the new State, glasses clinked 
and all drank to the health of the flrs 
Governor of Nevada, James W. Nya 
Then Nevada with its silver mines wa 
looked upon as the savior of the nation 
as gold, cowardly as it always is in 
times of panic and war, had disappearec 
from view and sought the seclusion o 
bank vaults and private cellars from 
which it could bo coaxed only by thre 
times its nominal value in national cur- 
rency. 


Nevada, which was originally a part 


of Utah Territory, was organized as a 
Territory by.Act of Congress, approved 
by President Buchanan, March 2,1861. 
The Territorial Legislature in 1862 
passed an Act providing for a conven- 
tion to frame a constitution and form a 
State Government. The coastitation 
framed by this convention provided for 
the taxation of mines. It was sub- 
mitted to the people in January, 1864, 
and defeated by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. As evidence of the disfavor in 
which this convention waa held by the 
public it is only necessary to state that 
the 277 votes polled it Unionville.Hum- 
boldt 
county, 
were 
unanimously 


against it. 


The Territorial seal of Nevada, which 


was adopted by the Legislature of 1861 
had for a design mountains with E 
stream of water coursing down their 
side and a miner leaning on his pick 
and waving the Stars and Stripes, or 
as the Humboldt Register described it, "a 
drunken miner on a Fourth of Jnl; 
spree." 
This was changed by act o 


the Legislature of 1866 to the presen 
seal, which was thought to be an im 
provement on the Territorial design. 


Nevada has an area of 110,750 square 


miles, or 70,848,000 acres. It has vas 
resources us yet undeveloped. The 
climate is salubrious, the soil pro 
ductive, though requiring irrigation t 
make it so. It produces bonntifu 
crops of all the cereals and vegetable 
in the Temperate Zone, and its native 
grasses are noted for their nutritiou 
properties and the production of the 
most wholesome and palatable beef anc 
mutton on the continent. Its minera 
resources are unsurpassed in variety 
extent and richness. 
Almost ever; 


metal used in the arts is found in Ne 
vada in greater or less quantity. Tber 
are gold, silver, copper, lead, antimony 
iron and nickle mines, besides deposit 
of salt, sulphur, borax, soda and othe 
minerals of more or less corninorcia 
value. 


The great industry of Nevada, how 


ever, has been silver mining. 
There i 


scarcely one among the many mounl 
ain ranges of the State in which eilve 
bearing quartz is not found. To foste 
this industry should be the aim 
every resident of the State as it. gives 
employment to many, furnishes 
a 


home market for the products of the 
farm atd the dairy and supported an 
active, independent, prosperous and 
progressive population and made the 
State one of tbe moat attractive in the 
Union for industrioub aud enterprising 
oUizens. 
Unfortunately, however, for 


the State and its inhabitants the policy 
of the General Government for yuars 
baa tended to cripple, in fact, to kill 
this great industry. 
Tbe whole power 


and influence of every administration 
for twenty years has been used against 
silver mining and the effect has been 
blighting and withering on the State.' 
Had national legislation been aimed 
against the industries of New England 
as it has the great industry of Nevada 
there would, doubtless, bo fewer in- 
habitants in the States of Massachu- 
setts. Rhode Island and Connecticut 
than there is now in Nevada. 


Bat Nevada is young and its re- 
. sources are many. 
Notwithstanding 


legislation averse to its interests and 
the howl of the gold press that it 
should be deprived, of Statehood be- 
cause it will not bow before the golden 
calf, it has mors taxable property than 
when it was admitted as a State and 
its vote at the last slection exceeded 
by several thousand its vote in 1865, 
tho year it became a State. Let us 
hope that its darkest days are past and 
that the people at the next election 
will hurl from power the agents of the 
trusts and monopolies and place an 
administration in power that will give 
us an American system of finance re- 
gardless of what foreign nations may 
think or say in the matter.

Now, 
let me advise you. 
Before going to 


that country you would better have 
some expedience. You may not like it 
nnd then'jou will want to come back. 
To-night promises to he pretty cold. 
I have a tenll at iny house that I used in 
Alaska. You bojs take the tent out 
on Queen Ann hill and sleep in it to- 
night. 


"It is now ten o'clock. 
Don't eat 


anything until about eight o'clock this 
evening. 
Then build a fire in your 


tent, cook some beans and bacon, fix 
up some unsweetened black coffee and 
make a meal.

HOW FLIES WALK UPSIDE DOWN. 


An Entomologist Advance* a New 
Theory to Explain the Phenomenon. 
In our youth we were taught that flies 


adhered to the ceiling or to the window 
pane because their feet were provided 
with suckers from winch they had the 
power of exhausting the air, says the 
Hartford Courant. This was disproved 
by the fact that a fly could rup up the 
side of an exhausted glass receiver 
when a vacuum under his feet would do 
him no good, even if he had the power 
of creating it, and by the further fact 
that a microscopic examination showed 
that his feet were not provided with 
suckers, but with multitudes of hairs 
from which «xuded a fluid in minute 
drops. It was then, suggested that this 
fluid v>as viscous or gummy, so that the 
fly adhered by a sort of mucilage. This, 
too, was disproved, as itnvas shown that 
the fluid possessed no adhesive proper- 
ties. By a series of careful experiments 
detailed in Our Animal Friends Dr. 
Drerhold proves that capillary attrac- 
tion, the adhesion of water to a sur- 
face, is enough to support a fly even if 
he were 50 per cent, heavier than he is. 
Ihe hairs give out an infinitesimal drop 
of water, nnd as there are a great num- 
ber of them the fly is enabled to hang 
on the ceiling and to tickle any sensi- 
tive surface on which he alights In a 
highly scientific planner.
